V ou re the 
best father in the whole world.1’ The younger one has been sim ilarly 


demonstrative. 
But I know my shortcomings as a father. I have preached 
moralized, and often talked down to my daughters. I have vacillated 
between being the strict disciplinarian and the permissive parent. I 
haven't always recognized their right to an opinion or value < ontrary 
to mine. At times I have imposed my will arbitrarily. Occasionally my 
actions have provoked frustration and tears. 
So why this high appreciation by my daughters? 


M y wife and I have always made a point of never letting the children 
doubt our love for them. Of course, we can make mistakes, we’ve told 
them; of course there are times when we can be unfair. But we never 
stop loving you, we have stressed. Hate w hat a child does hut never the 
child is the maxim we’ve striven after. 
So when, in response to my query, my daughter could not put into 
words just why it was she felt so highly of me, I asked: 
Is It because 


you know I love you?” 
She looked almost startled for a moment as if to suggest that 
anything less than warmth, affection, and trust in our relationship was 
too absurd to contemplate. “ Vt hy.
